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HE boundaries of the city and county of Bristol, which is geographically situated partly 
in Gloucestershire and partly in Somerset, have undergone notable expansions from 

+ time to time. By a Charter of Edward III., the then suburban parishes of St. 

Augustine and St. Michael, with the urban portion of St. James and St. Philip 
and the transpontine parishes of St. Mary Redcliff. St. Thomas and Temple, were formally 
added to the ancient town, then surrounded by walls and under twenty acres in area. In 
the 17th century the royal Castle with its extensive precincts—the Alsatia of Bristol — 
was surrendered by the Crown and brought under civic jurisdiction. By the Reform Act of 
1832 the boundaries of the borough for Parliamentary purposes were largely extended, the parish 
of Clifton, the out-parishes of St. James and St. Philip and the urban parts of the parishes of 
Westbury and Bedminster being added to the city. In 1835, under the Municipal Reform Act, 
all these additional districts were incorporated with the central mass, and became integral portions 
of the municipality. By the Reform Act of 1885, by which the representatives of the city were 
increased from two to four, the Parliamentary boundaries were extended by the abstraction from 
Gloucestershire of the local government district of Horfield and of the parishes of Stapleton and St. 
George, and by the appropriation from Somerset of the Knowle and Totterdown districts of 
Bedminster. The inclusion of those areas led to very znomalous and inconvenient results. When 
the Corporation applied to Parliament in 1895 for an extension of the civic boundaries, it was shown 
that there were within the urban area parts of four Poor Law Union districts, exclusive of the city 
Union, eight sanitary authorities besides the Corporation, five school boards, and upwards of forty 
various authorities dealing with public rates, many with overlapping jurisdictions. The Bill of that 
year was, however, rejected, saving a clause for incorporating Avonmouth Dock and some adjacent 
ground with the city. Another Boundaries Bill was promoted in 1897, and with greater success, 
the Legislature approving of the absorption of St. George’s parish, Stapleton, the southern district 
of Horfield, a further portion of Bedminster, a portion of Brislington, and the area around 
Portishead Dock and the Fever Hospital at Ham Green. It should be added that in addition 
to its territorial jurisdiction, the Corporation’s water limits extend over the Avon from Hanham 
Weir to the mouth of the river, and from the Denny Rock in the Severn to the Steep and Flat 
Holmes, upwards of twenty miles below Avonmouth. ; 

The municipal area down to the re-organisation of the Council in 1835 was only 755 acres in 
extent. It was then increased to 4879 acres. The gross estimated rental augmented at the same 
time from about £200,000 to £383,000, and advanced rapidly during the following sixty years, the 
net rateable value being £1,107,000 in 1895. Under the Boundaries Act of 1897 the rateable value 
was raised to £1,420,000, and is fast increasing. The total area under corporate control—anciently, 
as stated above, under twenty acres—is now extended to 11,468 acres. The growth of population 
has also been remarkable. At the beginning of the last century Bristol proper seems to have 
contained under 25,000 inhabitants, whilst Clifton and the other suburbs embraced only the families 
of a few gardeners, dairy farmers and labourers. According to careful calculation made in 1753, 
based on the mortality for ten years and the number of inhabited houses, the city and suburbs 
combined could boast in 1750 of less than 44,000 inhabitants. The first census made under Act of 
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Parliament took place in 1801, and the following table shows the local returns at intervals. It 
should be stated that the figures for the suburbs are only approximate, portions of the outlying 
parishes, especially in the earlier years, being purely rural.

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It may be observed that nearly the entire growth of the community throughout the century has 
taken place in the suburbs. In 1801 the ‘‘ancient city,” as shown above, had under 41,000 
inhabitants. In 1891 it had increased only to 55,549. On the other hand, in the ninety years 
ending 1891, Clifton sprang from 4400 to 29,3c0; St. Philip’s out-parish from 8400 to 51,600; St. 
George’s from 40e0 to 36,700 ; Bedminster from 3300 to 54,194; Horfield from 119 to 8200; Stoke 
Bishop tithing from 1100 to 15,391; Stapleton from 1500 to 14,500, and Kingswood from a 
hamlet not separately numbered, to gt1oo. 

Under the Act of 1897 the enlarged borough is formed into one Poor Law Union, and will form 
one civil parish when the arrangements are completed. For municipal purposes the number of 
wards, or electoral divisions, has been increased from thirteen to eighteen, and the number of

; in the centre, a much admired statue by Bailey; and on the right, the tomb of Bishop Bush, first Bishop of Bristol. 
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Councillors from forty-eight to sixty-three. The Aldermanic body, elected by the Council, has been 
enlarged from sixteen to twenty-one, raising the total number of the Council to eighty-four. As in 
other boroughs, one third of the Councillors retire every year, and one half of the Aldermen triennially. 
As an illustration of the progress of democratic legislation during living memory, it may be stated 
that the electoral roll of burgesses made up in 1835, by virtue of the Municipal Reform Act, 
contained only 4193 names. That of 1897 gave a total of 49,543, of whom 14,276 were resident in 
the newly incorporated districts. 


It is not interded to weary the readers of this work with a reproduction of legends regarding 
the early history of Bristol, which, though long popular amongst annalists, are now generally 
acknowledged to be pure fiction or conjecture. The writers who produce as the founder of the 
city the leader of the barbarians who sacked Rome 390 years before the Christian era, and the 
theorists who have constructed a Roman station on what, in the days of Caesar was probably an 
uninhabitable marsh, have lost all authority in a more scientific age, and may be at once dismissed. 
It would be equally out of place, ina work treating of Bristol in our own days, to dwell on the medizval 
chronicles, with their voluminous ecclesiastical details and their quaint records of ancient customs, 
or on the great political convulsions of the 17th century. However interesting such topics 
may be to the antiquary the sociologist and the politician, they offer little attraction to the great 
mass of intelligent people whose thoughts and interests are centred on the work and achievements 
of their own generation. One reference to past events is, however, indispensable. 

The reign of Henry VII. is generally accepted as the starting point of modern English history. 
It was certainly a notable era in the annals of Bristol. Deprived of their former lucrative commerce 
with Bordeaux and Bayonne by the French conquest of Aquitaine, local merchants, as if with a 
presentiment of the immeasurable consequences to the English race that would follow on successful 
adventure, turned their eyes towards the western ocean, and tentatively strove to fathom the 
mysterious void that lay beyond it. Year after year their little barks put out in search of the 
wondrous islands and golden cities that had been invented and depictured by fervent imaginations, 
and repeated disappointments only gave mere zest to such enterprises. At length, on Midsummer 
Day, 1497, the Bristol ship ‘‘ Matthew,” equipped by Bristol capital, and manned by a Bristol crew, 
though commanded by a Genoese navigator, John Cabot, earned undying fame by first sighting the 
mainland of North America, anticipating by a year Columbus's discovery of the southern continent. 

The geographical centre of the commerce of the world was rapidly changed by this ever 
memorable event. The western ports of England, and indeed England itself, had previously lain 
on the extreme fringe of civilisation, while the trade of the East was monopolised by Venice and 
other Mediterranean ports, which had little to dread from far distant British adventurers. The 
discovery of a vast continent beyond the setting sun destroyed the old centre of gravity, and gave 
birth to a new and soon lucrative current of mercantile activity. The fabled cities of gold, though 
eagerly sought for, remained invisible, but Bristolians found in the Newfoundland fisheries a mine 
of inexhaustible wealth. Their heavily charged vessels, directed to Spanish and Italian ports, where 
fish was always in demand, returned home laden with the wines, oils, and fruits of the South, and 
the port became famous for the quality of the sack and sherry that it supplied to the whole kingdom. 
Schemes of colonisation also came to the front, and in despite of many failures and disappointments, 
the eastern seaboard of America was gradually dotted with little communities, chiefly of West of 
England extraction, commencing the rich border of what was destined to become a magnificent 
garment. The subsequent conquest of Jamaica and other West India islands in the 17th 
century gave a new and prodigious impulse to Bristol enterprise and local manufactures, then 
steadily extending with the development of New England, Virginia and Carolina. Following the 
example of other commercial ports, moreover, a traffic arose with the west coast of Africa, the 
morality of which is abhorrent to modern feelings, but in which humane men and pious religious 
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teachers then saw no grounds for reprobation. In a word, the peopling of the West had altered 
the balance ofthe world. England, emerging from its primitive condition as an outlying commercial 
nation, became one of the chief marts, and at length the wealthiest store-house, of the inter-continental 
traffic that had arisen from such small beginnings, and the energy of Bristol men enabled them to 
grasp and secure a rich share of the golden harvest. 

In the early Georgian era the port had far surpassed all its provincial rivals in the south and 
east of England. It had practically no competitor on the western coast, for the commerce of 
Liverpool was insignificant, and the few vessels that sailed from Glasgow belonged to shipowners 
of Whitehaven. The sight of the Avon at this period astounded even the London eyes of Mr. 
Pope. The poet, who oddly described St. Vincent’s Rocks as ‘‘ very much like the broken scenes 
of a play-house,”’ was more struck with the river within the city itself, terming it “a long street full 
of ships—hundreds of ships—as thick as they can stand by one another. . . fuller than the 
Thames from London Bridge to Deptford.’ But in the second half of last century various 
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circumstances arose to retard the current of local progress. It is needless to dwell on the 
deplorable disruption with the chief American colonies, or on the decline and ultimate extinction of 
the slave trade through the force of a higher moral opinion. Other obstacles to development, 
however, cannot be so summarily dismissed, namely, the gradual enlargement of the tonnage of 
foreign-going vessels, and the consequently increasing difficulty which shipping encountered in 
navigating a tortuous river before reaching the city quays. These drawbacks, again, were 
inseparably associated with another evil—the fossilised system of civic government. 

The Corporation of Bristol, in mediaeval times, seems to have been founded ona popular basis. 
Down to the reign of Charles II. it was certainly influenced by the opinion of the inhabitants. But 
whilst the national liberties were soon after secured by the triumph of constitutional government, 
it is clear that civic liberty was gradually restricted by the growing power of a corporate body purely 
self-elected, wholly irresponsible, holding its deliberations in secret, and supremely contemptuous 
of the desires and requirements of the community of which it assumed the control. It may be as 
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well to remark that the perverted ideas of the ruling oligarchy are not to be attributed to political 
bias. During its later career the close Corporation leaned alternately towards both of the great 
parties in the State, but in neither period were its arrogance and its shortcomings less notorious or 
less unpopular. For the last fifty years of its existence, during which it was animated by very 
contracted conceptions of its responsibilities, and exercised its functions in the spirit of an autocratic 
ruler rather than of a representative body, it was held in profound distrust by an overwhelming 
majority of the intelligent classes, many of whom rejected its invitations to accept municipal 
honours. This want of sympathy was abundantly justified. The attitude of the Common Council 
towards suggestions of improvement was simply negative and repressive. Almost every adminis- 
trative task now forming an ordinary feature of corporate activity was repudiated. The work of 
paving, lighting, and cleansing the streets was thrown upon the inhabitants; the machinery for 
protecting life and property was simply ludicrous in its inefficiency ; and not one of the numberless 
adaptations with which we are familiar for improving the health, comfort, convenience, and 
recreation of the citizens had any counterpart in that old order of things which has passed away 
within living recollection. 

It was in dealing with, or rather in neglecting, the defective condition of the port that the 
anti-progressive instincts of the corporate body were displayed most disastrously, and brought about 
the most deplorable results. A large proportion of the civic revenue being derived from charges 
upon ships and goods entering the harbour, it seems astonishing that, when the growing size of 
vessels was constantly adding to the perils of navigation in a contracted river, the Corporation 
should have looked on with unconcern whilst those dangers were clearly diverting commerce to 
safer harbours. The facts are, however, indisputable. As early as the middle of the last century 
the capacity of the quays and wharves had become inadequate to acccmmodate the traffic, and 
numerous schemes were propounded from time to time for the construction of docks; but all such 
proposals were crushed by the lethargy or open resistance of the Common Council. At length, in 
1803, the force of public opinion became so powerful that the Corporation—though by a majority 
of only one vote—sanctioned a Bill promoted by a private company for the conversion of nearly 
three miles of waterway into a floating harbour. The crass folly of the arrangement was only tco 
soon demonstrated. Had wiser examples been followed, the new dock would have been undertaken 
by the Corporation, whose credit would have enabled the required capital to be raised at rates 
unattainable by private individuals. As it was, the control of the harbour was surrendered, and the 
cost of the works having exceeded the estimate by 100 per cent., the Dock Company imposed an 
onerous scale of dues to meet the interest on their debts. The evil results of these burdens might 
have been alleviated by the Common Council if, having relinquished its functions as Conservator of 
the Port, it had reduced the excessive charges it had previously imposed on commerce in the shape 
of town dues, Mayor’s dues, and wharfage dues. But these were resolutely maintained for many 
years, and it was shown in 1823 that the comparative local taxation on leading articles of commerce, 
including the charge on ships, was £1 5s. 5d. in Bristol, against ros. 4d. in London, 11s. 5d. in 
Liverpool, and 7s. 3d. in Hull. About one fifth of the local charge was soon afterwards abolished, 
but the disproportion as compared with other ports was still obviously very great. 

A striking illustration of the effects of this taxation may be briefly recorded. In 1836 a few 
enterprising citizens formed themselves into a company for what was then deemed by eminent 
scientific men the impracticable purpose of establishing a regular service of steam vessels to connect 
the port with the United States. The first outcome of this enterprise was the ‘ Great Western” 
steam ship, the pioneer of all the existing transatlantic liners. As may be conceived, her 
dimensions, though then considered remarkable, were dwarfish as compared with those of the 
floating palaces of the present day. The ship was of 1340 tons burden, and was propelled by engines 
of only 440 horse power. On April 8th, 1838, the vessel, big with many hopes, left Kingroad for 
America, and reached New York fifteen days later, thus triumphantly solving a problem that had 
previously been held impenetrable. The ‘‘ Great Western” left New York on her return voyage on 
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May 7th, amidst the cheers of 100,000 spectators, and regained Kingroad on the twenty-second. And 
here the difficulties of her owners became apparent. The ship was too large to proceed to Bristol 
in the then unimproved condition of the Avon. Nevertheless, the dues charged by the Dock 
Company on the vessel amounted to upwards of £100, as much more being levied by the 
Corporation for town dues; while both parties refused to co-operate in providing a landing pier at 
Portishead. The charges were the more galling to the shipowners when it was discovered that the 
duties at Liverpool, where suitable accommodation already existed, were less than half of those 
demanded here for no accommodation whatever. After struggling fora few years the company 
removed their ship to the northern port, and Bristol was left with the barren honour of founding 
transatlantic navigation. Under these circumstances the relative decadence of the port as compared 
with more energetic rivals is sufficiently explained. 

With the passing away of the old Corporation, and the establishment of a bedy under pdontar 
control, civic life and activity began, though more slowly than was desirable, to assume happier 
aspects. And when the franchise became more extended, and electors from the lower strata of 
society began to take an interest in municipal affairs, so in proportion did the Council enlarge its 
sympathies and aims, and frankly accept its ever widening responsibilities. The first striking 
revolution effected was the rescue of the port from the exacting rule of the Dock Company. A 
popular agitation to effect this object was started in 1846, when it was shown that the local dock 
charges on vessels amounted to 2s. 7d. per ton, as compared with 1s. 7d. at Liverpool, and 33d. at 
Southampton, while the import dues on the principal articles of commerce were 8s. 8d., against 
4s. 6d. at Liverpool, and 1s. 7}d. at Hull. The Corporation, after some demur, assented to take 
action, and an Act of Parliament was obtained in 1848 by which the dock estate was surrendered 
by the company, who were guaranteed an annual rent charge of £2 12s. 6d. per cent. on the capital 
in shares, and 5 per cent. on that in bonds. In 1860 these bonds were exchanged for others bearing 
a lower rate of interest, and by a great financial operation, completed in 1882, the rent charge was 
redeemed, and the proprietors paid off. Soon after acquiring the estate the Corporation made an 
average reduction of 50 per cent. in the dues on shipping, and of 20 per cent. on those on goods, 
and the effect of those alleviations was naturally marked. In the last twenty years of the Dock 
Company the increase of local imports showed an advance of 33 per cent.; the first ten years 
following the transfer marked an imprcvement of 663 per cent., and in the following ten years 
there was a further advance of over 61 per cent. Comparing 1848 with 1874, the foreign import 
trade increased 300 per cent., and in despite of the reductions in dock dues the income from port 
charges had improved in the same proportion, while the rateable value of the city had nearly 
doubled. 

Having entered upon this all-important question, it may be well to sketch the further progress 
effected in port accommodation. The great development in commerce after the transfer of the 
floating harbour, and the rapidly increasing dimensions of ocean going steamers, naturally excited a 
desire to overcome the peculiar disadvantages of the Avon. The course of the river from Hungroad 
to the city being exceedingly tortuous, accidents to vessels were of such frequent occurrence as to 
give the port an evil reputation amongst shipowners, many firms refusing to accept charters to 
Bristol, except at increased rates. The chief inlet to the harbour, again, was defective. When the 
locks were constructed, the largest vessels trading to the port rarely exceeded 800 tons burden, and 
the depth of the entrance was determined by the conditions at the time. But the application of 
steam power to shipping revolutionised the old order of things, and those who retained their faith 
in sailing vessels, to meet the competition of their rivals, studied economy by constructing barks of 
twice or thrice the former tonnage. The shallow locks thus became an obstruction which 
imperatively demanded a remedy. The first plan propounded for its removal was of a remarkable 
character. A committee cf influential citizens, to whom the question had been referred, reported 
in 1858 that the interests of the port would be best promoted by converting the entire tidal course 
of the Avon, from its mouth upwards, into a gigantic floating harbour An alternative scheme, 
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favoured by many men of mark, was for the construction of a large dock at Avonmouth ; and both 
proposals were eventually laid before the Council for the purpose of securing its co-operation. 
Unhappily, the wrongheadedness of the old Corporation, as regarded port improvement, had 
descended to a powerful section of the representative body. The ruin of fixed property owners was 
prophesied if shipping found accommodation elsewhere than at the city quays, and if the outlay for 
new works were raised on security of the rates ; and by a majority of one vote the Council refused 
to take action. A long pause followed, plans being brought forward only to be laid aside. A few 
ardent friends of progress at length initiated a project to be carried out by private enterprise at an 
estimated cost of about £400,000. In 1862, an Act was obtained for the construction of a pier at 
Avonmouth, connected with the city by means of a railway, and both these works were completed 
in the summer of 1864. The pier was obviously a temporary expedient, and before it was ready for 
use its projectors had applied for Parliamentary powers to construct a dock near the same site. 
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This aroused the vehement indignation of the “ fixed property party,” who renewed their predictions 
that the project would be absolutely destructive of the commerce of the city, and induced the 
Council, by a majority of three, to offer a strenuous opposition to the dock scheme. The Bill was 
consequently rejected ; but it was again applied for in the following year, and the sentiments of the 
ratepayers having been significantly manifested at the intervening annual elections, by the expulsion 
of several non-progressive Councillors, resistance was abandoned, and the Bill became law. Owing to 
the disastrous financial panic of 1866, the execution of the project was long deferred, the ‘first sod” 
of the undertaking not being cut until August, 1868, while appeals for funds to carry it out met 
with an inadequate response. Its opponents, in fact, had devised a new system of tactics. In 1864, 
they began the construction of a pier at Portishead, and of a railway thence to the city, and the 
progress of these undertakings, soon supplemented by a project for a dock in the same locality, 
naturally deterred cautious capitalists from furthering the works at Avonmouth. The Corporation, 
moreover, at length bestirred itself to improve the river and floating harbour. In 1866, contracts 
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were entered into for a new entrance lock at Cumberland Basin, and for the removal of the dangerous 
“ Round Point” and other projecting obstructions on both sides of the Avon, and in a few years 
about £350,000 were expended on these and other improvements. In the meantime, the promoters 
of Avonmouth made little progress, and their difficulties were augmented by the extraordinary 
enmity of the Council, which in 1872 voted £100,000 for the promotion of the Portishead dock, 
but refused to lend any aid to the earlier project. Avonmouth Dock was at length opened on 
February 24th, 1877. That at Portishead, which like the other had experienced serious hydraulic 
disasters, was opened on June 28th, 1879. Both companies had undertaken to pay to the 
Corporation a portion of the dues received from the smaller class of sailing ships and steamers; but 
as might have been foreseen under the circumstances, a competition soon sprang up between the 
three rival docks to secure the trade of the port. Repeated reductions of charges were made, 
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involving loss to all concerned, and the consequences of the Council's policy from the outset 
became unmistakably palpable in the diminished revenue of the floating harbour. The fixed 
property party, however, obstinately persisted in its course, and ultimately sought to drive its 
opponents into bankruptcy by practically abolishing the more lucrative dues paid in the harbour, 
throwing the heavy loss thus incurred on the shoulders of the taxpaying inhabitants. Whilst this 
system was in operation, it was stated on authority that £20,000 a year was being extracted from 
the ratepayers for the benefit of certain branches of trade. But in 1884 the High Court of Justice 
granted an injunction against a course which the court held to be an unwarrantable breach of trust. 
Before this time a large majority of the citizens had become convinced of the unwisdom of the 
“beggar my neighbour ’’ policy adopted by their representatives, and Mr. (afterwards Sir) J. D. 
Weston, then Mayor, was at length granted power to negotiate with the belligerents for an equitable 
arrangement. A preliminary compromise was soon effected, but it was obvious that no permanent 
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settlement could be secured until the undertakings were consolidated in the hands of the 
Corporation ; and Mr. Westcn was again commissioned to treat. The issue of his labours was 
announced in February, 1884. The expenditure at Avonmouth had been (nominally) £718,000—a 
considerable part of which had been incurred through the financial embarrassments alluded to above. 
The proprietors offered the estate for £550,000, of which £100,000 were to be taken in bonds 
bearing no interest for several years. The amount expended on Portishead Dock was stated to 
have been £375,000, but the property was offered for £250,000, one-tenth of which was accepted in 
deferred bonds. The burden to be incurred by the city in taking over the two concerns was 
estimated at £5000 per annum at the outset ; but the taxation imposed during the war of rates had 
been so heavy that the approval of the bargain was practically unanimous. Statutory powers having 
been obtained, the formal transfer of the docks to the Corporation took place in September, 1884. 
The shareholders of the Avonmouth Company lost all but a small fracticn cf their invested capital. 
Those of the Portishead scheme, who disposed of their railway to the Great Western Company, had 
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a return of 25 per cent.; and three-fourths of the corporate grant of £100,000 were lost. Happily 
the result of the amalgamation was soon visible in the increasing trade of the port. In the last year 
of the war of rates, the foreign tonnage entering the three docks, was 566,000. In 1897, the figures 
were 815,276. The coasting tonnage of the two periods advanced from 642,000 to 778,606. 

The increasing trade has necessitated numerous extensions and improvements to meet its 
requirements. Even before the purchase of the new docks, a long line of quays and a vast granary 
were completed on the south side of the harbour at the joint expense of the Corporation and the 
Great Western Railway Company, and were connected with the system of the latter by the 
Harbour Railway. Various costly additions have been since made to the dock and store-houses at 
Avonmouth, where the lock is now. being enlarged to admit vessels of 470 feet in length. In 18c6, 
the Council approved of the construction of a deep water wharf, nearly one-third of a mile in length, 
along the floating harbour, of a railway and bridge connecting the Harbour railway with the 
Portishead line, of a coal tip on the south side of the river, of an extended pier at Avonmouth, and

other works, at an estimated cost of over £200,000, and the proposals having been sanctioned by 
Parliament, the works will be forthwith commenced. The progressive party in the Council, 
however, though cordially approving of these improvements, have long argued that much more 
extensive measures are urgently needed in the interests of the port. In 18y2, they prevailed on the 
Chamber to promote a Bill for the excavation of another and more capacious dock at Avonmouth, 
supplemented with a tidal landing stage, granaries, etc., at an estimated cost of nearly a million. 
These projects were for various reasons withdrawn in 1893. But in 1897, when an enormous 
development had occurred in Canadian food imports—a single steamer having brought in upwards 
of 6700 tons of grain—and with the prospect of the immediate establishment of a line of similar 
vessels from Boston, many who had previously resisted progress frankly recognised the inadequacy 
of existing facilities, and the plans of 1892 were revived on a still more extensive scale. The Bill 
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for carrying them out sought for power to construct a dock forty acres in area, with an entrance 
lock 850 feet in length, about a mile of quays, and a low water pier, at an estimated outlay of over 
£1,500,000. The scheme, however, thotgh unanimously approved by the Council, was again 
delayed, the railway companies insisting upon further time for its consideration. Negotiations are 
now proceeding with a view to Parliamentary action in 1899. It may be added that the debt 
already incurred by the Corporation in the purchase of the various dock properties, and in improving 
the port, amounts at the present time to £2,254,000. 

The policy now in favour is not satisfactory to those who have all along contended for the 
‘«‘ dockisation”’ of the Avon in preference to any other system. Somewhat vague schemes for 
carrying cut their ideas have been occasionally propounded, and more than once the question has 
been seriously discussed by the Council. In 1883, a special committee reported its opinion that 
the project could be accomplished for about £1,750,000, entailing an additional borough rate of two 
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shillings in the pound unless the trade of the port should increase. The Council thereupon 
determined by an overwhelming majority that dockisation was beyond the range of practical policy. 
It was, however, by no means abandoned by its admirers. In 1894, in consequence of a revived 
agitation, the subject was referred to Mr. J. M’Currich, the engineer of the docks, who reported 
that the probable cost of the works would be £2,200,000. And in 1896 the scheme was considered, 
in connection with dock extension proposals, by Mr. J. Wolfe Barry, the eminent engineer, whose 
estimates of the outlay amounted to nearly £2,600,000, exclusive of about £300,000 more for what 
he thought an essential adjunct, a low water pier at Portishead. With former painful experience as 
to the liability of hydraulic enterprises to vastly exceed the estimated outlay, these figures appear 
to have allayed the enthusiasm of many old supporters of dockisation, but it still has very earnest 
and indefatigable advocates. 

The vital importance of the question of port improvement entitled it to precedence in this

sketch of the life of Bristol in our own times. Attention must now be directed towards other 
problems with which the Corporation hag been called upon to grapple, the solutions of which have 
come more strikingly under the eye of the public. When the reformed Council came into existence 
it had to face arrears of municipal work that had been accumulating for. many generations, and of 
these none were so urgent as the shortcomings affecting the public health, which were visible in 
every district under its control. It is impossible in our day to realise the loss and suffering 
entailed on all classes through the absence of a public water supply, the necessary resort to polluted 
sources, the general and almost total deficiency of house drainage, and the awful state of crowded 
and uncleansed localities, where deadly epidemics burst forth periodically. Throughout more than 
half of the municipal area there was no sanitary organisation whatever; and the annual mortality 
averaged thirty-one per 1000, being more than fifty per cent. in excess of towns of average salubrity- 
The removal of these evils was a primary necessity, and though some mistakes were committed in 
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dealing with them, it is only fair to bear in mind the many difficulties that had to be faced, 
and the inexperience that then prevailed. The task of providing an adequate water supply, for 
instance, was delegated to a private company; but no Corporation in any great town had then 
dreamed of undertaking such a task. Though the policy adopted is now regretted, it is only just 
to add that the Water Company is fulfilling its functions in a manner that leaves nothing to be 
desired. A capital of £1,700,000 has been sunk in the enterprise, lakes rather than reservoirs have 
been formed for storage, guaranteeing a two years’ supply in advance, and a constant supply is at 
the command of every consumer. The Corporation’s first great sanitary task, then, was to devise 
an extensive plan of arterial sewerage, which was carried out at a cost of nearly £200,000; 
pollutions were diverted from the floating harbour ; public lighting was introduced into Clifton and 
other suburbs, and an efficient scavenging staff effected such a revolution that for many years past 
the city has enjoyed the honour of ranking amongst the healthiest of English towns. 
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These reforms accomplished, the Council set about an improvement of the main thoroughfares, 
which has in some instances amounted to entire re-construction. It would now be almost 
impossible for a Bristolian returning home after an absence of forty years to recognise localities 
with which he was familiar in his youth. The old approach to the central districts from the 
railway station was through a narrow, sordid, and unsightly street, the meanness of which 
disgusted a stranger. This was superseded by the wide and stately thoroughfare now known as 
Victoria Street. Bristol Bridge, built at a time when vehicular traffic was insignificant, was 
doubled in width. A new Baldwin Street, re-constructed on the site of an inconvenient and ugly 
by-way, entailing the destruction of an enormous mass of old buildings, opened a handsome 
route frem the Bridge to St. Augustine’s and the western suburbs. Working still farther in the 
same direction, a spacious approach was laid out to College Green, supplemented by viaducts 
thrown over the lower end of Park Street and the roads lying west of the cathedral. The steep 
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and narrow lanes connecting Clifton with the northern districts of the town have been widened out 
into broad thoroughfares now known as Perry Road and Maudlin Street. Upon the site of a 
crowd of old tenements, once forming Steep Street and Host Street, has arisen Colston Strect, 
connecting Maudlin Street with St. Augustine’s Parade. One side of Redcliff Street, throughout 
its great length, has disappeared and risen again in order to open a broad artery to Bedminster, 
and the eastern moiety of Wine Street has undergone a similar transformation to facilitate traffic 
with the swarming districts of Horfield, St. Philip’s and St. George’s. Minor improvements, 
affording much needed accommodation to other crowded localities, are simply legion. One of the 
latest and most noteworthy efforts in this direction has resulted in the covering over of a portion of 
the floating harbour at St. Augustine’s, the removal of the so-called Drawbridge that formerly 
throttled traffic in one of the busiest of thoroughfares, and the laying out of spacious roads on this 
magnificent site. It must be added that the extensive operations of the Council would have 
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attained only imperfect results but for the corresponding enterprise of private agencies. To say 
nothing of the many imposing structures that have thus been reared in the new city arteries, many 
of the older streets have been adorned with palatial buildings, at a vast aggregate outlay, by 
individuals, firms, and trading companies; and the work is still being pursued with unabated 
energy. ‘ 

Since the establishment of municipalities largely representative of the working classes, an 
entire revolution has taken place in the conception of the duties of local councils towards the 
communities that elect them. In the early years of the present reign it seemed sufficient if a 
corporate body directed proper attention to the security of person and property, the maintenance, 
cleansing, and lighting of the streets, and other departments of police. It was only by degrees that 
the principle was recognised, that the health of a city involves the health and well-being of the 
individual ; but as this principle made way through increasing democratic influence, spheres of 
action and usefulness previously undreamed of came successively into view, and were comprehended 
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in the general work of local government. Our summary of their fruits in this city must be 
necessarily brief. One of the first indications of the widening field of action was the provision of 
public baths and wash-houses for the thickly populated eastern districts. These have been followed 
by the larger and better equipped institutions of the same kind for Bedminster and lower Clifton, 
and these again by the more recent purchase of three private baths, at Montpelier, Kingsdown and 
Clifton. It can hardly be said that those places have been hitherto appreciated quite so well as 
they deserve; but their popularity is increasing, and much is to be hoped from the improving habits 
of the labouring classes. Great and successful efforts have been made to prevent the spread of 
infectious diseases by an extensive and well organised machinery. Fever hospitals, two of which have 
cost nearly £60,000, have been established in suitable localities, and a medical officer with a competent 
staff (furnished with a steam launch for visiting ships) is responsible for the discovery of infection, 
and the destruction of infected media. The inspecticn of lodging-houses, bakeries, dairies, and 
foreign and domestic focd supplies, and the detection of adulterations form otner features of the 
sanitary arrangements, and have promoted the marked decrease in disease and mertality

already pointed out. Parliament having transferred the supervision cf pauper lunatic asylums to 
civic bodies, upwards of a quarter of a million sterling has been spent in constructing adequate 
buildings, and the annual cost of management is proportionately large. 

In another direction—the acquirement of parks, open spaces, and recreation grounds—the 
Council has also manifested a lively concern for the needs of a crowded population. In 1860, when 
serious apprehensions were entertained of the conversion of Durdham Down (212 acres in area) 
into building sites, negotiations were entered into with the owners, the lords of the manor of 
Henbury, for the purchase of their interest in the land, which was secured by the Corporation for 
£15,000. With great liberality, the Society of Merchant Venturers at the same time assured the 
surface of Clifton Down (230 acres) to the citizens in perpetuity. These arrangements received 
legislative sanction in 1861, and the Corporation has since voted an annual grant for the 
maintenance of this attractive place of recreation. By the liberality of a few generous citizens, the 
picturesque avenue known as Lovers’ Walk and some adjoining land were shortly afterwards secured 
for the citizens in perpetuity, and transferred to the Council, which has converted the ground into an 
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agreeable sylvan garden. The natural desire of the eastern and southern suburbs to possess 
similar resorts, was for some time disappointed by the difficulty of coming to terms with the land 
owners ; but in 1882, Sir J. Greville Smyth, Bart., presented the Corporation with twenty-one 


acres of ground at Bedminster for a public park, which was shortly afterwards laid out at a cost of 
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about £5000. In 1888 the Council authorised the purchase, frem the same gentleman, of thirty- 
nine acres of fields at Windmill Hill, Bedminster, and of seventy acres of woody pasture lying 
between Fishponds Road and the River Froom, at a cost, including outlay for enclosing and 
decorating the parks, of over £46,009. A further sum of £58co was granted at the same time for 
laying out Gaunt’s Ham, Barton Hill, given by the Corporation for a pleasure ground. In 1890 
an area of eleven acres was bought from the owners of St. Andrew’s Park, Montpelier, for £66¢0, 
and over £9000 were voted in the following year for the decoration of these acquisitions. In 1894 
the inhabitants of St. George’s district acquired about thirty-nine acres of land for £12,000; the 
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ground was soon after opened for recreative purposes ; and on the annexation of that district to the 
city the Corporation became responsible for the maintenance of the park. In 1895 additional 
ground was purchased for the extension of the Eastville Park, and improvements were ordered in 


that and other parks at a total outlay of £13,coo. Lesides securing those extensive areas, the 
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Council has from time to time expended considerable sums in laying out a number of plots in 
crowded localities as gardens and playgrounds. A notable improvement of this kind was made in 
1888, in the area surrounding the old county prison near Lawford’s Gate, and another was 
completed about the same time in Mina Road. In 1895, after protracted litigation between the 
Corporation and the vestry of St. James’ parish respecting the ownership of the area known as the 
Haymarket, in which the parish was successful, the land was offered for sale, and a space of great 
value in a sanitary point of view to a densely peopled neighbourhood, seemed destined to be lost. 
The Council, however, came to the rescue; the estate was secured for £8000, and further outlay 
has been incurred in decorating the central space, now an attractive pleasure ground. The most 
prominent and most costly of these popular resorts is Colston Avenue, standing on that section of 
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the Floating Harbour which, as already stated, was covered over to facilitate traffic in the very heart 
of the city. 

Sites have been found in this Avenue for a bronze statue of Edmund Burke, presented by Sir 
William Henry Wills, Bart., and unveiled by the Earl of Rosebery in 1894, and for another of the 
philanthropic Edward Colston, erected by public subscription in the following year. Having 
mentioned those examples of street ornamentation of which Bristol, until recently, was sadly 
deficient, it may be added that the fine statue of Queen Victoria in College Green was erected by 
subscription in 1887, in honour of Her Majesty’s Jubilee; and that the statue of an eminent 
member of parliament for the city, Samuel Morley, sprang from the donations of upwards of 5000 
of the inhabitants, and was uncovered in the same year. In the week of the second Jubilee of the 
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Queen’s reign, 1897, the foundation stone of an imposing tower, commemorating the fourth 
centenary of the discovery of America by John Cabot and his Bristol companions, was laid on the 
summit of Brandon’ Hill by the Marquis of Dufferin and Ava, ex-Viceroy of Canada, and is now 
practically completed. The only monument for which the city is indebted to previous generations 
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is the noble equestrian statue of William III. by Rysbrack, in Queen’s Square, once surrounded by 
the mansions of the wealthiest local merchants. It may be stated that this grand work of art 
is of great merit, and in the opinion of many almost unequalled in any of the provincial 
towns. 

It is impossible in this rapid review of contemporary Bristol to deal with various other subjects 
on which the Corporation has displayed commendable activity and thoroughness. The establish- 
ment of a fire brigade equipped with powerful steam fire engines, the concentration of sanitary 


police in the hands of a staff of goo men with 200 horses, the introduction, at a cost of £14,000, of 
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a “ destructor ’’ by which street refuse is converted into material available for foot pavements, the 
substitution of wood for stone in all the principal carriage roads, the extensive arrangements for 
street watering, are but examples of the general attention paid to public security, health and 
comfort. It must suffice to add that for sanitary purposes as a whole, the Corporation has borrowed 
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aggregate of upwards of a million and a quarter sterling, though from the operation of sinking

funds the actual outstanding liabilities are greatly reduced, and are being wiped off at the

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Turning to another department of the manifold labours now thrown on municipalities, equal 
energy has been displayed in meeting the intellectual wants of the community by the establishment 
The first local institution of this kind was founded nearly 300 years ago, and is

Corporation came into existence, it was restored to efficiency in 1854, but adequate funds for the 
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purchase of modern literature were not available until 1874, when the Public Libraries Act was 
Instead of adopting the system of many large towns, where the stock of 


brought into operation. 
books is concentrated in a single centrical building, the Council resolved on founding branch 
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libraries within convenient reach of those likely to resort to them, maintaining the original library in 
King Street as a governing depdt. New institutions were thus established in St. Philip’s district, 
Bedminster, Whiteladies’ Road, King’s Square and Hotwell Road, in the course of a few years, 
thus accommodating the reading public in every district of the city, and the success of the 
arrangement has exceeded all expectations. Upwards of 2,000,0c0 visits to the various news and 
reading-rooms were recorded in 1897, and the number of books issued exceeded 430,000. In the 
same year a branch library was erected for St. George's district at the expense of Sir W. H. Wills, 
Bart., and this will also come into the hands of the Council through the extension of the borough. 
In 1893 the Corporation was invited to take a still more important step towards the intellectual 
culture of all classes. The Bristol Museum and Library, an institution possessing one of the most 


extensive museums in the provinces, and a library of about 50,000 volumes, had been long struggling 
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with financial difficulties through inadequate support, when the late Alderman Sir Charles Wathen 
made an offer to liquidate its debt providing the proprietors would surrender the building and its 
contents to the Corporation in trust for the benefit of the citizens. . The shareholders, with 
praiseworthy liberality, assented to this proposition, the Council cordially accepted the responsible 
task imposed on it, and the institution, on which large sums have been since spent in re-organisation 
and embellishment, is now open gratuitously to all interested in literature, natural history, geology, 
and antiquities, large additions being constantly made to the various departments. The desirability 
of following the example of Liverpool and other northern towns in the establishment of a Fine Art 
Gallery has been recently advocated by scme leading citizens, and the movement will doubtless 
bear fruit in due season. In the meantime the Corporation lends aid to the Fine Arts Schools in 
the shape of a yearly grant cf £500. 
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One of the most recent enterprises undertaken by the Corporation has been the introduction 
of electricity for public and private lighting. The scheme was approved in 1891, when £100,000 
were borrowed for securing the necessary buildings and plant. In 1893 Bristol Bridge and some 
central streets were illuminated with arc lamps, and extensions followed as fast as the cables could 
be laid down. The demand for incandescent lamps by the trading and commercial public was socn 
equal to the available supply, and the loss on the first year’s working of the system was only £800. 
In the following year the receipts balanced the expenditure, and since the beginning of 1896 the 
profits have steadily increased. Encouraged by popular support, the Council has sunk another 
£100,000 in the undertaking, and the system of arc lamps is being now extended to all the chief 
suburban thoroughfares, effecting after nightfall a brilliant improvement in the aspect of the city. 


Upwards of 50,000 lights are now supplied to private customers. 
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The introduction of electric power and illumination brought about a dispute between the 
Corporation and the Tramways Company. The first local tramway, from the cld Drawbridge 
through Whiteladies’ Road to Redland, was laid down by the Council in 1874, and was transferred 
a few months later to a private company, to which powers were also given to construct lines from 
Old Market Street to Eastville and St. George’s, with a connecting tramway, vid Maudlin Street, 
between those works and the original line. Various. extensions followed, opening up direct 
communication with Bedminster, Horfield, Totterdown, and Hotwells ; and somewhat later a line 
was opened to Ashley Hill, bringing up the total length to about sixteen miles, mostly of double 
lines. Notwithstanding the heavy gradients that prevail on many of the sections, the entire system 
was for some years worked by horse power, a trial of locomotives on the Horfield branch having 
proved a failure. But in 1895 the line from Old Market Street to St. George’s was extended to 
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Kingswood, and electricity superseded horses with the sanction of the Council, whose jurisdiction 
then extended over only about one-fifth of the route. In 1897, electric propulsion was also adopted 
on the Eastville line, which was extended to Fishponds and Staple Hill. Before these works were 
completed, moreover, the Tramways Company gave notice of their intention to seek for powers to 
apply the new motor throughout their entire system, offering to increase their share capital from 
£330,000 to £730,000, and to carry out several miles of extensions in various districts, providing 
the Corporation would surrender its right to supply electric power. This proposal was rejected, but 
it was revived in 1897-8, when the Council surrendered on the question of supply, demanding 


certain modifications in details, which were submitted to by the tramway directors. The gross 
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receipts of the Company now exceed £100,000 per annum, earned from about twenty millions of 
passengers. 

The provision of public halls for the accommodation of large gatHerings of citizens is a 
fundamental necessity of modern municipal life; but the Corporation cannot take credit for 
having satisfactorily supplied this requirement. In the early years of the present reign important 
public meetings were held in the ancient Guild Hall, a chamber of considerable capacity, having 
regard for the date of its construction. It was properly condemned, however, as inadequate, and 
the present building in Broad Street was opened in 18 46, when, to the surprise and dismay of the 
inhabitants, the largest apartment—the Assize Court—was found to be only one-third the area of 
the picturesque old hall. For upwards of twenty subsequent years the only place in the central 
districts available for large gatherings was in Broadmead—a low, dingy and unventilated room, 
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with a single entrance at the end of a narrow alley, where an accidental panic must have proved 
calamitous. It was not until 1867 that, by the energy and liberality of a few individuals, the 
community was offered the convenient building known as Colston’s Hall, erected at a cost of 
£30,000 on the site of a large Elizabethan mansion long occupied by the Colston’s School boys. 
The Victoria Rooms, one of the finest architectural ornaments of the city, had been opened some 
years earlier, but it was not designed for public assemblages, for which its suburban situation 
rendered it unsuitable, and it is rarely used except for entertainments. Another large structure, 
often engaged for similar purposes, and known as the Drill Hall, was erected by public subscription 
soon after the establishment, in 1859, of the Volunteer Rifle Corps, an institution which Bristol 
was the first of English towns to promote and render efficient. Something more, however, is still 
needed for public purposes ; and it is probable that the Council, whose contracted municipal edifice 
is confessedly unworthy of a large and wealthy city, will take measures for supplying the deficiency 
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at no distant date. As having some connection with this subject it may be added that the 
Corporation was provided, in 1874, by the munificence of a former member, the late Alderman 
Proctor, with a stately Mansion House as a residence of the Chief Magistrate for the time being, 
and for the fitting reception and entertainment of distinguished visitors. 

Taking into consideration the very large sums contributed by the port and city of Bristol to 
the national revenue, it cannot be said that the Government has shown much liberality in 
providing suitable buildings for the accommodation of its officers and the transaction of business. 
The Custom-house in Queen Square, where nearly two millions sterling are received yearly from 
importers, was opened in 1837, and is about as bald and tasteless a specimen of the architecture of 
that period as can well be found anywhere. It presents a striking contrast with the recently 
erected Dock Offices of the Corporation, which it almost directly confronts. The Inland Reyenue 
Office, where the annual receipts are close upon a million, consisted until the present year of an 
ordinary dwelling-house in Queen Square, the inconvenience and inadequacy of which excited 
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constant complaints for a quarter of a century. A removal has now taken place to an extensive 
building in Baldwin Street, where adequate provision has been made for every branch of the 
department—taxes, excise, stamps, and agricultural statistics—the offices of the Official Receiver 
in Bankruptcy also finding a place. In point of architectural style, however, the new erection— 
an embodiment of parsimony—is simply an eyesore in an otherwise handsome street. A _ little 
better success has attended the re-construction of the Post Office, although this edifice has also 
been marred by the impoverished ideas of its designers. No institution more strikingly illustrates 
the development of Bristol during the present reign than that now referred to. At the accession 
of the Queen, the indoor postal business was carried on by six clerks, the whole of the work being 
conducted in a very contracted building still standing close to the western end of the Exchange 
facade. Only thirteen postmen were then required for letter deliveries. About thirty years later, 
in 1866, when the total staff had increased to 141, the northern portion of the present building was 
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completed, but the Government functionaries permitted the postal staff to use only the ground 
floor, the upper stcreys being reserved for the Inland Revenue department. The subsequent 
purchase of the telegraphs by the State speedily put an end to this short-sighted arrangement ; 
and even though the Inland Revenue staff was relegated to its former quarters, the building soon 
became too circumscribed for ever growing postal exigencies. After various futile expedients to 
evade the inevitable, the Treasury in 1886 purchased a large block of bnildings adjoining the 
premises on the south, doubling the original site; but for some inexplicable reason the architect 
employed on the re-construction greatly impaired the general effect by an oblique junction 
of the two wings. Even this addition failed to meet the requirements of the institution, and 
further large additions have been recently made in the rear. The staff of nineteen in 1837 has 
now swollen to nearly 850. 

The approaching congress of the British Association in the city is suggestive of one of the 
most remarkable contrasts between the Bristol of to-day, and the Bristol which entertained that 
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eminent body on its first visit here in 1835. The scientific strangers had then to make their way to 
the West of England by means of post horses, or stage coaches, for even the capital was still 
destitute of railways. It was not until 1841 that the Great Western line was opened from Bristol 
to London, and the railways to Exeter and Gloucester were not completed until three years later. 
All those undertakings were constructed under the superintendence of Mr. Brunel, and were carried 
out in accordance with his expensive and eccentric ideas. The Great Western station in Bristol— 
which has probabiy been reserved in a corner as a monument of its designer—stood at an exact 
right angle with the terminus of the Exeter line, and a similar arrangement was made at Gloucester 
as regarded the railway from Birmingham. The local result was that a transportation of 
“ through ” passengers, luggage, and goods, had to be made from one station to the other, involving 
great personal discomfort and vexatious loss of time. This amazing absurdity was not completely 
remedied until the opening, in 1874, of the present station, erected at a cost of about £300,000. 
The want of railway accommodation between Bristol and South Wales was partially supplied by a 
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few enterprising citizens in 1863, who constructed a line to New Passage, and supplemented it by 
powerful steamers plying across the Severn. This was superseded in 1886 by a notable triumph of 
modern engineering—the Severn Tunnel 


effected at a cost of nearly two millions sterling. 

Another achievement of private enterprise is worthy of a passing glance. -A proposal for a 
Suspension Bridge over the Avon Gorge at Clifton was being warmly promoted when the British 
Association assembled here in 1835, and the President of that gathering, the Marquis of 
Northampton, laid the foundation stone of the south pier. In the hands of Mr. Brunel, however, 
the project came to grief, and was abandoned in 1851, after an expenditure of £47,000. Ten years 
later, revived Parliamentary powers were obtained at the instance of a joint stock company, and 
the bridge as it now stands, winning the admiration of all its visitors, was completed in 1864 at a 
cost of nearly £50,000. Facilities for viewing the bridge and its remarkable surroundings, as well 
from the summit of the cliffs as from the valley below, were provided in 1893 by the opening of the 
Clifton Rocks railway, one of those funicular constructions so common in Switzerland, which is 
worked by hydraulic gravity. 
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The efforts of public spirited citizens to promote the well being, the culture, and the higher life 
of the people, and to maintain the fair fame of Bristol amongst the great towns of the nation, will 
be described more fully hereafter, in dealing with the various public institutions of the city. A few 
remarks on features of especial note may, however, fitly close this portion of our volume. One of the 
most remarkable of these has been the revival, very recently achieved, of the independent bishopric 
of Bristol. In 1836, when Parliament showed a curious repugnance to increasing the number of 
English prelates, the creation of the See of Manchester was held to justify the virtual suppression 
of that of Bristol, and in despite of many local protests, its revenues were appropriated by the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners, and the diocese was annexed to Gloucester. At that time the 
Cathedral was destitute of a nave, which was being re-built when the Crown laid its hand on the 
ancient abbey; and cynical supporters of the legislation of 1836 contended that a city with 
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only half a cathedral might well be content with half a bishop. The first step towards recovering 
the rightful position of the community was taken in 1866, when a subscription was started for the 
erection of a new nave and western towers in accordance with a design by the late Mr. Street. The 
nave was opened in 1877, and the towers were finished in 1888, at an outlay, including other 
restorations, of about £80,000, some contributions to which were made by liberal hearted Noncon- 
formists. While the works were proceeding, a fresh movement was set on foot for the revival of the 
bishopric, for which an endowment fund of £75,000 was ultimately provided by local subscription. 
The rest of the required endowment was obtained by a subtraction of £700 a year from the income 
previously allotted to the bishopric of Gloucester. All arrangements being completed in 1897, the 
Right Rev. George Forrest Browne, previously Bishop of Stepney, was enthroned in the cathedral 
as the first of a new line of Bishops of Bristol. 
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The greatly increased population of the city during the present reign has throughout excited 
the zeal of all denominations of Christians, to provide for the religious needs of the community. 
During the 18th century and the first quarter of its successor, only one new church connected with 
the Establishment was added to those which existed at the Reformation. Within the memory of 
many still living, the number has been augmented by upwards of forty, at a vast aggregate cost, 
while large sums have been spent in the restoration of the ancient fabrics, the expenditure at St. 
Mary Redcliff alone having exceeded £40,000. Other religious bodies have emulated the liberality 
of churchmen. The Roman Catholics possess a pro-cathedral as the seat of their bishopric of 
Clifton, and many of the buildings reared by Dissenters give evidence of the generosity of their 
founders. The provision of educational requirements has been pursued with equal ardour. As the 
noble edifices of Clifton College bear witness, the institution has secured its high place amongst the 
public schools of the country only by an unstinted outlay on the part of its promoters. Large sums 
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have been expended on University College, the Medical School, the Grammar School, the High 
Schools for Girls, and the schools known as Queen Elizabeth’s and Colston’s Hospitals. On the 
Technical College—a development of the first English trade school—the Society of Merchant 
Venturers have expended £60,000. How onerous, yet thorough, has been the work of the 
School Board in providing accommodation for 50,000 children, may be estimated from the 
fact, that although an enormous building debt has been already wiped off, the city’s liabilities 
under this head still amount to £195,000. In the meantime donations and bequests for 
charitable objects have been frequently munificent. The extraordinary institution for the 
maintenance and instruction of 2090 orphan children, founded by the late Mr. Miiller, has drawn 
more than a million sterling from the purses of the charitable; while the second Jubilee of the 
Queen evoked a local subscription of over £80,000 for its lasting memorial in the shape of a 
Convalescent Hospital.

Symes, of Bristol; born 1837; educated at Taunton; descendant of a family of influence resident 
in Chard, Somersetshire, during the 16th century; married firstly (1862), the eldest daughter of the late 
Joseph Davey, Esquire, The Lawn, Taunton, and secondly (1880) the present Lady Symes, a daughter 
of the late John Kempe, Esquire, ong Ashton, near Bristol. A Churchman, Conservative in politics; 
Sheriff of Bristol, 1887 ; appointed Justice of the Peace for the city of Bristol, 1889. Elected Mayor 
1893, 1894, 1896, and 1897 ; the first Mayor elected not a member of the City Council; Alderman, 1895. 
When Sheriff laid the foundation stone of the Civic Cross in College Green, Bristol. During 1893 
raised a handsome sum of money for the relief of sufferers by the Pontypridd colliery disaster; in the 
winter of 1896 made an appeal on behalf of the distressed unemployed in Bristol, which resulted in 
subscriptions amounting to £5000, and in 1897 raised over £6000 as the contribution of the citizens of 
Bristol to the Indian Famine Relief Fund, also raised a fund for entertaining the aged poor and the 
children of Bristol, decorating and illuminating the city and arranging a civic procession, also a 
military review of the local Volunteer regiments in honour of the Queen on June 2Ist, 1897, the total 
cost of which was about 46000; also with the assistance of a committee raised £83,000 for providing a 
Convalescent Home as a memorial of the completion of sixty years of Her Majesty’s happy and 
prosperous reign. Held a commission as Honorary Lieutenant in the disbanded Royal Naval 
Artillery Volunteer Force, and retains rank of Lieutenant in the Navy. Received the honour of 
Knighthood from Her Majesty the Queen at Osborne House in January, 1&c8.

Mr. Whitwill and some friends purchased the SS. ‘ Arragon,” 
re-opened the trade, and with several steamers, bought and char- 
tered, soon initiated steam service between Bristol and New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, and Montreal. Chairman 
of Chamber of Commerce, 1857; strenuous advocate of the 
dockisation of the river since 1858, and one of the promoters of 
Avonmouth Dock as the next best scheme; served on the School 
Board twenty-one years; Vice-Chairman, 1871 to 1879; Chairman, 
1879 to 1892; represented St. Philip’s Ward on the Bristol City 
Council, 1870 to 1891; appointed a Magistrate of the borough, 1875; 
inaugurated the movement for the Hospital for Sick Children, 
which was opened in October, 1866, and of which he is President. 

Willcox.—WI1L11AM Dovré Wi111,cox, Brocksholine, Clifton, 
J.P. for the city and county of Bristol. Born at Chorley, Lan- 
cashire, August 16th, 1845; educated privately under the Rev. 
J. Sidney Boucher, M.A., at Birkenhead; is son of the Rev. 
R. Morgan Willcox, and descended on the maternal side from 
the Parkers of Bowland, in the Duchy of Lancaster, who have 
owned the estates for over four centuries, the ancestral seat 
being Browsholme Hall (anciently Brocksholme, the home or 
haunt of the brock or badger).

Henry Bassano Hare, and niece of Sholto Vere Hare, 
Esq.; member of the Bristol Town Council, 1888-92; Hon.

Treasurer, Bristol Bishopric Fund; Hon. Treasurer to the 
Barton Regis Union, and to the Bedminster and other Local 
Boards ; partner in the late Sir William Miles, Bart., and Co.’s 
Bank, now amalgamated with Prescott and Co.; Managing 
Director of Prescott and Co. ; Director, Ashton Vale Iron Co., 
Bristol Sugar Refinery, and Pullin, Thomas and Slade, Limited. 
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de Ridder. — Louis EDWARD pE RiIppER, Chateau de 
Renescure, Bournemouth. Born at Lympsham, near Weston- 
super-Mare; educated partly at Weston and partly at Bristol. 
(Named Louis Edward after his grandfather, who was naval 
aide-de-camp to Napoleon I., and a member of one of the oldest 
noble families of French Flanders, patents of nobility granted 
A.D. 780, for saving the life of the then King of France at the 
Battle of Neustrie.) Came to Bristol in 1872, and soon interested 
himself in the question of dockising the river Avon; opposed 
the Docks Bill of 1892, and submitted to the Council plans for 
dockisation, which allowed for the safe berthing at Bristol of 
vessels from 450 to 500 and 550 feet in length ; in 1893 sought the 
suffrages of the Clifton Ward as candidate for the City Council, 
and fought two elections, polling 511 votes on the first occasion, 


and 858 on the second, when he was defeated by only five votes. 
Putting up again in 1894, purely on the dockisation ticket, he 
Mr. Louis E. de Ridder. secured a majority of 500 votes. Though not now in the 
Council, Mr. de Ridder still presses his scheme as the most advantageous which could be adopted.

Born at Chel- 
tenham; entered Royal Navy, 1842; made Lieutenant, 1850, for 
services against Chinese pirates; promoted and decorated for 
services in the Russian War, 1856; served a three years’ 
commission on H.M.S. “Trident,” as senior Commander on the 
West Coast of Africa, and the Sierra Leone or North Division of 
ships and coast, for which he received the thanks of H.M. 
Government; in 1858 carried out important duties on secret 
service at Lagos, and was recommended by the Commander-in- 
Chief for “very judicious conduct;’’ second in command to 
Commodore C. Wise in the expedition against Cambia, 1859, 

; for which services he was promoted to rank of Captain, 1861, and 
Adenival Fo Asden Close. to Admiral, 1877; City Councillor of Bristol; Chairman Navy 
League, Bristol; Chairman Conservative Associaticn, Hot Wells; 
retired Hon. Commander of the Royal Naval Artillery Volunteers, Bristol Brigade; has for years 
devoted himself to the development of a scheme for eliminating certain weaknesses in our naval 
organisation, and particularly for the establishment of Government magazines of English wheat under 
the control of parish councils, so as to ensure a dependable food supply in case of war or invasion ; 
resided for seventeen years at Stoke Park, Stoke Gifford, was member of the Beaufort and Berkeley 
Hunts, also prominent supporter of the Conservative cause, and one of the leaders of the Primrose 
League in that district; championed, in the interests of the villagers, a movement whereby the ancient 
Duchess-room of the Church was saved from demolition, and in recognition of his spirited efforts, 
and the legal expenses to which he had gone in the matter, was made the recipient of a massive silver 
presentation cup, which he values highly ; was President for a year of Cheltenham College, which, 
as already stated, was established by his father.
